'Cigarette 


Smokers 
Die Sooner'

SAN FRANCISCO (AV-Cigarette 
smokers die sooner than other men 
aged 50 to 70 and they die main­ 
ly from heart attacks and cancer, 
an America Cancer Society (ACS) 
atudy reported today. 
It finds cigarettes have an ef­ 
fect on other types of cancer as 
well as lung cancer. Numerically, 
the biggest effect could be in heart 
disease, since far more people die 
of coronary disease than die of 
lung cancer. 
UNDER 50 
Just what the effect of cigarette 
smoking is upon men under 50 or 
upon women can only be guessed 
at least until more studies 
are 
made, the authors of the report 
said. 
The report is based upon inter­ 
view's in 1952 with 187,766 healthy 
men aged 50 to 70 about their 
smoking habits, and a checkup 
upon causes of death of 4,854 of 
them who died within 20 months. 
It shows the death rate— 
from all causes—among the cig­ 
arette smokers to be up to 75 
per cent higher 4J*an among the 
m^n who never smoked. 
For men who smoked a pack of 
cigarettes or more 
a day, 
the 
death rate from heart disease and 
cancer, is, at certain ages, double 
that of non-smokers. 
The risk seems to rise the more 
cigarettes are smoked. 
Smoking only a pipe or only 
cigars doesn’t seem to affect the 
death rates except possibly 
for 
cancer in general, but this possi­ 
bility needs further study, the re­ 
port said. 
Cigarettes have been blamed by 
some scientific reports as a cause 
of an alarming rise in lung can­ 
cer, especially in men.

The district board has asked $3.50 
in the June 8 election in which 
the issue was defeated. 
Cuts in the curricular items on 
the budget and an increase in in­ 
come for various sources will re­ 
duce the budget from an originally 
proposed amount of $436,000 to 
$418,000,

saving 
of 
$18,000, 
Smith said today. 
Smith emphasized the fact that 
the budget figu/es are still not 
final as they depend on many in­ 
tangibles and estimates of future 
income and expenditures. 
Since the defeat of the three 
school finance issues in the elec­ 
tion, the Novato school trustees 
have been working in special ses­ 
sion to ready a new ballot proposal 
to be placed before the voters at 
a special election in mid-August. 
They will ask a $2.80 tax rate to 
consist of $1.73 for high school use 
and 97 cents for elementary school 
program. Last year the elementary 
school tax was $1.35.

EDITORIAL OPINION 
Fund For Children Is Fitting 
Memorial To Belle Abraham 


The half century that Miss Belle M. Abra­ 
ham lived in Mill Valley as teacher, friend, 
and advisor to more than 4,000 children 
uere marvelous years for her and for the 
thousands who learned under her kindly 
guidance. 


W hile Miss Abraham died last week, those 
wonderful years continue in the living mem­ 
ory of all those she taught in more than 40 
years in the Mill Valley school system. 


It would appear that that collective mem­ 
ory might be a private one, somewhat simi­ 
lar to the way a family remembers and loves 
the memory of one who has passed awav. 


But, because Miss Abraham was a teacher 
in public schools, for years influencing so 
manv lives, and because she was an ex­ 
traordinary person, memory of her neces­ 
sarily falls to a much larger audience. 


The reason for it is this: In addition to 
teaching in the public school system for 42 
years, Miss Abraham, after retirement, kept 
on teaching, but not from a desk in a school 
room—it was from a wheelchair in her home. 


After her retirement, because of an illness, 
both her legs were amputated just below the 
knees. Confined to the wheelchair she con­ 
tinued to teach and tutor pupils until a 
week before her death. She also taught Amer­ 
icanization classes, making citizenship pos­ 
sible for many loyal residents. 


Facts put into print on paper hardly out­ 
line the story of her life. That story is in 
the hearts of those who knew her. But, for 
those who are newer to communitv and those 
who didn’t know' her as well, here it is in a 
brief capsule. 


She was bom, the daughter of Sus and 
May Abraham, June 11, 1882, in Santa Cruz. 
After schooling which included graduation 
cum laude at San Jose Teachers College, 
•he came to Mill Valiev in 1904 to teach. 


Her firit work there was the old Summit 
school sphere she taught the seventh grade. 
Later she taught the eighth grade and was 
vice principal. 


After Summit school was abandoned, she 
served as principal of the newly built Old 
Mill School, and the first principal of Park 
School. 


During these vears she served her profes­ 
sion as vice president of the bay section of 
the California State Elementary Teachers 
Association. She was the first president of 
the Marin County Principars Association. 
During these years her popularity grew until 
students past and present came to regard 
her as the “true school teacher." 


After her retirement she kept her mind 
active. She lived alone, except for the past 
two years, but she was really never alone. 
Her home was visited constantly by those 
who remembered and loved her. 


This was a full life—full enough for any­ 
one. But added to these things she did so 
well, she also reared a girl, whose mother 
was ill, from babyhood to marriage. 


Such devoted service cannot go unnoticed. 
Teachers and other friends have initiated 
a memorial to Miss Belle M. Abraham. Con­ 
tributions will be used to help finance the* 
s c h o o l 
for orthopedically handicapped 
youngsters which is to open in the fall at 
Marin General Hospital. 
That is a fitting memorial and is worthy 
of contribution—in memory of a person who 
though handicapped herself in later vears

Workers Seem 


Less Willing lo 


Go On Strike

WASHINGTON UP) 
— 
Now 
that jobs are scarcer, are work­ 
ers less willing to strike? 
With strike Idleness for the 
first four months of this year 
running at a postwar low, the 
answer appears to be yes. 
But to say that worker* are 
less 
willing 
to 
strike 
doesn’t 
mean they won't if they think 
the issues important. Just last 
month an AFL union settled a 
strike that hacf gone on for ¿0 
months at a 
Norwalk, 
Conn., 
hat factory. The issue was job 
security. 
That single walkout cost the 
union, a small one, nearly two 
million dollars in strike benefits. 
The workers themselves lost an 
estimated four million dollars 
in wages. 


LAST YEAR was a relatively 
peaceful one in labor relations. 
Strike idleness amounted to iesa 
than half what it was in 1952. 
Yet it was 
generally 
over­ 
looked 
that 
the 
number 
of 
strikes last year was more than 
5000—nearly a record, although 
the 
walkouts 
were 
generally 
small ones that didn’t last very 
long. 
So far this year both the num­ 
ber of strikes and resulting idle­ 
ness are running at the low st 
point since World War II. 
This seeming 
reluctance 
of 
workers to engage in strikes these 
days is probably due mainly to 
the business situation — a reali­ 
sation that employers don’t have

"It might have been necessary 
to do this right after the war,” 
said an officer. "But the war 
has been over a long time now.” 


“WE ARE MAKING a mistake 
by not getting out and mixing 
more with the people of the coun­ 
try in which we are stationed. 
They present the fact we don’t. 
We need all the friends we can 
make—and 
you 
don't 
make 
friends just talking to yourself.” 
Along with the group of former 
war correspondents who visited 
the beaches of Normandy ten 
years after the landings was a 
key invasion figure, Benjamin A. 
Dickson, who had an unusual 
story to recall. 


DIC KSON, 57, a retired cojpnei 
from Paoli, Pa., was chief Intelli­ 
gence officer of the U. S. Army 
on D-Day, June 6, 1944. 
"During the landings a copy of 
our battle plan was washed over­ 
board and floated to a section of 
the beach held by the Germans,” 
he said. 
“They recovered It. Here they 
had a document giving the actual 
battle lineup of our invasion 
forces—an 
intelligence 
agent’s 
dream. But the document was so 
complete 
and 
detailed 
they 
thought it must be a trick to 
fool them, and they failed to 
act on it.” 


AMERICAN 
STAFF 
officers 
had expected 35,000 casualties in 
the first few days of the invasion. 
"Actually we had fewer—about 
28,000,” said Dickson. "But had 
the enemy accepted on its face 
value this battle plan that had 
accidentally 
fallen 
Into 
their 
hands, they could have quickly 
moved reinforcements down from 
Calais, and I’d hate to think 
about the result. 
“But 
they 
couldn’t 
believe 
their own good luck. They were 
afraid it was a trap.” 
That’s always the problem, in 
war or peace—what can a man 
believe? 


Recent plant 
surveys, 
how­ 
ever, 
have 
strongly 
indicated 
that while workers support union - 
objectives they also sympathize 
with their employers problems. 


THESE STUDIES show that 
most workers have "dual loyal­ 
ty” — that is, while they may 
be ardent union members, they 
also have a considerable respect 
and allegiance for the boss. 
It was found that even fore­ 
men, who are supposed to repre­ 
sent management in small groups 
of workers, and union stewards, 
who represent the union in such 
worker groups, are loyal to both 
company and union. 
This "dual loyalty” was found 
even in cases where individual ' 
company officers or union lead­ 
ers were unpopular. 


SECRETARY of Labor James 
P. Mitchell, in analyzing these 
research findings recently, said 
"they have definitely disproved 
the Marxian philosophy of class 
'’•inflict. 
"As long as the company and 
the union do not represent con­ 
flicting forces and try to pull 
the worker in different direc­ 
tions,” Mitchell said, "the work­ 
ers can be ‘loyal’ to both and 
well disposed toward each. 
"When there is a conflict be­ 
tween them, however, the em­ 
ploye must choose which alle­ 
giance shall motivate his action 
in the particular situation and 
circumstances. He must choose 
between company and union. 
"It is to the advantage, there­ 
fore, of employer, union, em ­ 
ploy' and public not to have any 
conflict, so that the worker can 
feel a favorable and friendly 
identification with both his com­ 
pany and union.” 


I ATE LAST YEAR the CIO 
United 
Auto 
Workers 
struck 
military 
airplane 
pr oduc i ng 
plants at the North American 
Aviation Co. at Columbus, Ohio, 
and Los Angeles. The strike, 
v'hich lasted two months, was 
ultimately settled pretty much 
on the company’s terms. The -X- 
perience apparently didn’t sit 
too well with some of the work­ 
ers. Many quit the union. 
To help build back member­ 
ship, tVie union has put the Co­ 
lumbus local under an "admin­ 
istrator,” meaning that it is now 
run by 
the 
union’s 
national 
headquarters. 
The union started an extraor­ 
dinary organizing drive at North 
American’s Los Angeles plants 
with initiation fees waived and 
a grand prize of tA> a new au­ 
tomobile or <B> an all-expense- 
paid trip for two to Hawrii, plus 
luggage and 
clothes, 
for 
the 
member enrolling the most new 
members. 
Thus, 
in 
these 
days 
when 
workers have some degree of 
loyalty to both, the union and 
the employer are handling their 
relationships with workers more 
carefully.

June Figures 
Indicate Up 
Turn Is Here

NEW YORK (/Pi — Mid-June 
brings 
businessmen 
the 
first 
general and official figures to 
back up their feeling that times 
are wetting better. 
Steel mills last week were op­ 
erating at the highest rate in 
more than thre#» months. 
The Federal Reserve Board’s 
index of industrial production 
has turned up on a seasonally 
adjusted basis — only slightly, 
to be sure, but it s the first up­ 
turn after almost a year of de­ 
clines. 
Auto men are cheered by the 
report that for the first time in 
months the stocks of unsold new 
cars are declining. 
UNEMPLOYMENT among the 
workers covered by state jobless 
pay benefits has slipped below 
the two million mark for the 
first time since the start of the 
year. And the filin^ of new 
claims for jobless benefits has 
dropped to the lowest level since 
last October. 
A new record is in sight this 
year for construction spending. 
The U.S. Labor and Commerce 
departments now estimate spend­ 
ing will hit a new high peak of 
36 billion dollars in 1954. This 
would top last year's spending 
by 2 per cent. It is also two bil­ 
lion dollars above the estimate 
the two departments made last 
November, indicating that the 
public’s confidence in the future 
lb surpassing the early hopes of 
the Washington experts. 
MOST OF THE 
construction 
gains reflect a higher rate of 
home building than the depart­ 
ments had expected last fall. 
And 
the 
unexpeetedly 
good 
gains in Europe’s economic health 
are 
giving 
the 
exporters 
of 
American goods more cheerful 
propects. The U.S. Department 
of Commerce reports that for 
the first four months of this 
year exports of commercial goods 
wrere running slightly ahead of 
1953. 
European business has been 
gaining steadily» if slowly, and 
Europeans now have more dol­ 
lar and gold reserves to call 
upon if U.S. traders can interest 
buyers. 
Statistics 
always 
lag 
actual 
happenings. And it’s only now 
that general figures for May, 
and in some cases even April, are 
being announced. 
THE .GAINS, pleasant as they 
are, aren’t being overrated, how’- 
ever, by businessmen. In most 
cases the economy 
still 
trails 
booming 
1953—a 
condition 
to 
which most businessmen are now 
reconciled. 
And some of the statistics are 
not so cheerful. 
Retail sales in May rose above 
April, for instance, but trailed 
the year-ago mark. And in the 
last four weeks, sales volume in 
New 
York 
City 
Department 
stores have been 2 per cent be­ 
hind a year ago. 
But most American business­ 
men seem to feel the worst is 
over and that the slight upturns 
now being reported mean better 
times ahesd.

The President’! legislative pro­ 
gram is, on balance, looking up. 
Several important pieces of it— 
social security, public housing, 
tax reform — have lately moved 
along toward enactment. 
It is too early to estimate what 
will pass and what will be lost 
in the remaining weeks of thie 
Congress — anything can hap­ 
pen in the closing days, even in 
the closing hours of a Congress 
eager to get home. 


BUT THERE is one judgment 
which now seems amply visible 
end which deserves to be brought 
Into focus. It is this: 
Regardless of what percentage 
of 
Eisenhowers 
program 
is 
passed, defeated or deferred, the 
President is getting through this 
Congress as much significant, 
new domestic legislation as his 
predecessors achieved at any ses­ 
sion during the past 14 years — 
possibly more. 
True, the President may not 
even get half of what , he asked 
from Congress this year. True, 
he has postponed most of his 
trade-and-tariff program ’in re­ 
turn for a one-y:ar extension of 
the Reciprocal Trade act with- 
* out change, has temporarily lost 
his battle to amend the Taft- 
Hartley law and faces possible 
defeat on his appeal for flexible 
rather than rigid farm price sup­ 
ports.

BUT THERE IS another side 
to the picture and it presents, it 
seems to me, one of the criteria 
by which this session of Con­ 
gress should be judged: 
Relative to all the President 
wanted, the results which he 
wins from this Congress may or 
may not look good. It remains 
to be seen. It is still undecided. 
But relative to what other recent 
presidents have won from Con­ 
gress. by way of significant, new 
domestic legislation — either in 
a one-year or a two-year session, 
President Eisenhower’s legisla­ 
tive achievements now look as 
though they will be substantial, 
truly substantial — without any­ 
thing to out-match them in more 
than a decade. 
HERE ARE the parts of the 
President’s program which seem 
reasonably secure: 


S O C I A L SECURITY — In­ 
creased payments and extension 
of caverare to take in 10,000.000 
more people. 
UNEMPLOYMENT 
Insurance 
Compensation — About 6,000,000 
more citizens to be embraced. 
HOUSING — Decisive Senate 
approval, including authority to 
subsidize 35,000 public 
housing 
units, greatly increases the pros­ 
pect that this legislation will 
emerge from House-Senate con­ 
ference about as the President 
asked. 
TAX REFORM — A massive 
and monumental overhauling and 
updating of the tax structure 
with considerable relief to the 
taxpayer and downward revision 
of excise taxes. 
• HIGHWAYS—Expanded high­ 
way construction program passed 
by both Houses. 
ST. LAWRENCE SEAWAY — 
Sought by every President since 
Woodrow Wilson, finally passed 
by both houses. 
PUBLIC HEALTH — Bill for 
federal re-insurance of health 
p l a n s 
and 
federally-assisted 
building of medical facilities still 
has fair chance of enactment at 
this session. 
I AM NOT arguing that this 
is a monumental record as it now 
stands. I am simply saying — 
and I think it deserves to be 
said — that it equals, perhaps 
even 
exceeds 
anything 
which 
either 
President 
Roosevelt 
or 
President Truman accomplished 
over a similar period in their 
last 12 years of office.

President Truman used his case 
against what he called the "Do- 
Nothing” Republican Congress of 
1947 and ’48 (a Congress which 
had a notable record in foreign 
policy) in his 1948 campaign. His 
contention was that if the voters 
would only elect a Democratic 
Congress — along with himself— 
then Truman's legislative pro­ 
gram would begin to roll. The 
country did elect a Democratic 
Congress but Truman's legisla­ 
tive program didn’t roll very far. 
Of c w se , he didn't call it a "Do- 
Nothing” Democratic Congress.

APPRAISING

Congressional 
record, 
not 
in 
comparison with what Eisenhow­ 
er asked but in comparison with 
what 
other 
recent 
Presidents 
have obtained, it is useful to 
bear in mind that only one new, 
major piece of "New-Deai-Fair 
Deal” domestic social-reform leg­ 
islation was enacted after 1938, 
namely, the Public Housing law 
of 1947. Truman did get sub­ 
stantial legislation in the social 
security and housing fields. 
Throughout the 1952 campaign 
Eisenhower pledged himself to 
retain all and expand some of 
the New Deal social legislation. 
By the time this session ends, it 
will be evident, I think, that as 
much, if not more, social, hu­ 
manitarian legislation will have 
come from this Republican Con­ 
gress as from any of it* predeces* 
sors in a long, long time.

Sold Again 


Sale of the Mill Valley Record 
for the second time in as many 
j years appeared nearing 
comple­ 
tion thii week. 
Although details of the trans-' 
action have not been announced, 
the trl-weekly newspaper is sched­ 
uled to be purchased by a Neb­ 
raska couple. 
Arthur Stypes, 
San 
Francisco 
newspaper broker, confirmed this 
morning, when contacted by tele­ 
phone, that the Nebraska man and 
woman had made a down payment 
on the paper but that the pur­ 
chase “is not complete and the 
announcement of sale can not be 
made for a few days yet.” He said 
“there can always be a slip at the 
last moment,” and he would not 
give their names. 
Neither Stanley T. Wilson, for­ 
mer publisher who now owns the 
Turlock Journal, nor Louis Rup 
pel, present publisher, were avail­ 
able for comment.

Martial Law In 
Americans Plan

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras (AV-
